DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
pulse transducer comprises magnetically switchable elements that are arranged in a 
spaced manner around a rotor axis that switch through four magnetic states and 
produce two electrical pulses every time the rotor completes a full revolution. The 
arrangement of the elements that comprise the claimed invention is novel based on the 
fact that the magnetically switchable elements that are arranged in a spaced manner 
around a rotor axis that switch through four magnetic states and produce two electrical 
pulses every time the rotor completes a full revolution results in a transducer that is 
compact, improved and efficient.
